REPORTS SAY 


Wholesale ~ Massacre Re. 
ported to Famine Relief 
Chief From Kansu 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—-Dr. C. Parker 
Cadman, chairman of the China 
famine relief organization in New 
York City, received information today 
of the reported massacr> of about 
200,000 persons by fanatic Moslems in 
Kansu provinee, China. 

Dr. Cadman received a letter from 
L. P. Rand, China Island mission at 
Langchow Fu Kamshu, China, depict- 
ing the horrors of the situation which 
has been intensified by an insurrec- 
tion of the Moslems who form a third 
of the population of the province 

“Though starting in the appear- 
ance here and there of unorganized 
robber bands, it has spread like wild- 
fire.” the letter said. “and has now 
become just such a Mahammedan re- 
bellion as has on several previous oc- 
casions in the past century laid waste 
the province and decimated its popu- 
lation 

“From reports already

Claims $2, 000 
As Price for 
Wedding Girl 


TORONTO, Oct. 9—In a judg- 
ment delivered by Mr. Justice Fisher 
Monday, Irving Morrison, of Buf- 
fale, N.Y., was deelared entitled to 
claim $2,000 from the bankrupt es- 
tate of his father-in-law, David 
Pick, of Hamilton, Ont., because the 
latter had agreed to pay him that 
amount if he married his daughter. 

Morrison appealed from a de- 
cision of the trustee of the estate, 
who disallowed his claim. In No- 
vember, 1926, David Pick agreed in 
writing to pay Morrison $2,000 if he 
married his daughter, Esther. Mor- 
rison married the girl but the money 
was never paid. He sued and ob- 
tained judgment, and a few days 
later Pick made an assignment.

HIGHER INTEREST RATE 


The Provincial Covernment is borrow- | 


ing $3,000,000, with which to pay off an 
equal amount of bonds which mature in 
the course of a few weeks. The price ob- 
tained for the new issue will, it is said, 
make the interest rate slightly under 5 per 
cent. As the maturing bonds draw 4'. 
per cent., the result of this piece of re- 
funding is to increase the interest bill 


The reason given for selling under | 


these conditions is that the market is not 
favorable for provincial securities, nor 
likely to be for some time. A case in point 
is the recent issue sold by the Government 
of British Columbia, which works out at 
the interest rate of 4.92 per cent. At Vic- 
toria, as at Edmonton, it was evidently 
considered better to pay a relatively high 
rate rather than to finance indefinitely on 
temporary loans. 

One reconciling fact is that the slack 
demand for this kind of securities is said 
to be due to the preference that is being 
shown by investors for industrial and min- 
ing stocks. Provided that the money 
that is going into these kinds of enter- 
prises is not being squandered in “wild 
cat” schemes, it is better for the country 
that there should be industrial activity 
even at the cost of higher rates of interest 
on pubiic bonds. 

HOW PREVENT FIRES? 

Brought down to particulars of a prac- 
tical sort, the ways in which a house- 
holder can help to prevent fires depend a 
good deal on whether he lives in town or 
country, whether his house is built of 
wood or of brick or stucco, and what kind 
of apparatus he uses to heat it. Conditions 
vary, and no set of rules can be formu- 
lated which would cover all cases and re- 
duce the risk everywhere to zero
